Military sources said the 


campaign also had not achieved 
its objective, to cut the flow of 
enemy supplies down the Ho Chi 
Minh trail. Instead, 
these 


sources said, the North Viet- 
namese had doubled the truck 
traffic, from 1,000 to about 2,000 
"movers" per day, and diverted 
them to the west to routes 
beyond the South Vietnamese 
advance. 


"The enemy conducted at 


least 10 indirect fire attacks with 
rockets and mortar rounds 
against South Vietnamese fire 
bases and field positions in the 
southern 
panhandle of Laos 


Sunday, causing light over-all 
casualties," a South Vietnamese 
communique said. 


A spokesman said they were 


the heaviest enemy attacks 
since Saigon's troops moved into 
Laos Feb. 8. He would noj; 
disclose specific casualties, but' 
"light over-all casualties" in- 
dicated some units may have 
suffered moderate or heavy 
losses. 


The enemy attacks drove 


remnants of one South Viet- 
namese ranger battalion from a 
hilltop patrol base six miles 
inside Laos after 298 of the 
battalion's 450 men had been 
killed or wounded in a three-day 
siege.

Dating Part Of Growing Up

Teen dating as we know it 


today 
is 
something com- 


paratively new to the human 
race. Until a few short years ago 
parents managed the dating 
department 
completely, 


selecting their offspring's dates 
and mates, leaving the teen- 
agers little personal choice. As 
inconsiderate as that may seem 
to us now, however, it was an 
improvement over the previous 
syestem practiced by a few 
hundred earlier generations 
when 
cavemen 
Casanovas 


snatched any available female 
after beating off her family with 
club and claw. 


History neglected to tell us 


how the girls felt about these 
hair-yanking boy friends but the 
boys, it seems, must have gotten 
a little tired of those skull- 
cracking contests just to catch a 
bride and gradually evolved our 
slower but easier system of 
dating as a means of getting 
acquainted with the opposite 
sex. 


In more recent times, making 


dates has been part of the 
growing-up program for just 
about every boy and girl — 
offering many complications but 
also the greatest delights of a 
teen-ager's life. From age 15 or 
16 until time for marriage, few 
things are more pleasurable 
than the happy hours spent with 
an attractive dating partner. 


Fun and thrills are not the 


only objectives for dating, 
however. A variety of ex- 
perience in boy-girl relation- 
ships is the only source for 
learning some of life's most 
important lessons. The semi- 
intimacy of normal 
dating 


reveals human nature at its best 
and worst, loving, generous and 
considerate or viciously selfish 
and destructive. And these 
characteristics, both good and 
bad, occur in both sexes. 
Through dating, both boys and 
girls learn to avoid the un- 
desirable. 


This kind of education does not 


come easily. All teens are sure 
to have both happy and sad 
experiences in dating. Parental 
advice and the young person's 
own common sense will usually 
steer them clear of serious 
mistakes 
but 
miserable 


disappointments are almost 
sure to occur at times. 


The girl with a crush on that 


tall, 
handsome 
basketball 


player discovers after a couple 
of dates he is dull and dreary 
company for all his good looks. 


And the boy who has wor- 


shipped from afar the doll with 
the beautiful eyes finally gets 
that date — only to learn that 
she has no sense of humor at all. 
In both cases, they learned only 
through dating experience that 
something deeper 
than good 


looks is needed for happy 
companionship. 


But there is much more to 


learn. Take manners for in- 
stance. Life would be hideous for 
a girl of refined tastes to find 
herself married to a man who is 
quite content to meet guests in 
his undershirt and bare feet — 
or to a man when he learns after 
marriage that his wife is ac- 
tually a slovenly, dirty person. 
Extreme behavior like this may 
not be revealed as such before 
marriage because all lovers put 
on a good front. But unless love 
is truly blind, some evidence of 
an uncouth person's habits and 
attitudes can usually be seen 
while dating. An inconsiderate, 
selfish or slovenly person is not 
likely to change for the better 
after marriage. 


Another valuable lesson to be 


learned through dating is a 
gradual, bit by bit realization 
of what real love is all about. Not 
that the whole picture will come 
through clearly while dating; 
that comes later, after the tests 
and trials of marriage. But 
during the dating days, prior to 
marriage, intelligent boys and 
girls become more and more 
informed 
about 
sex 
and 


recognize that true love and a 
happy marriage must have a 
spiritual side, too; something 
deeper than mere physical 
association. 


This brief review of the im- 


portance of dating experience is 
sure to spark arguments in the 
families of many 13, 14 and 15- 
year-old girls. Very few boys of 
this age are actively interested, 
but quite a number of young teen 
girls are already pressing for 
the dating privileges of girls two 
or three years older. And now 
they will say to their parents, 
"See, it really is important for a 
girl to be allowed to date — for 
her entire future depends on it!" 
Then both parents and girls will 
write to me saying, "Please tell 
us when a girl should start 
dating 
and 
settle 
this 


argument!" 


Fortunately, 
I 
recently 


presented this question to a 
group of girls who should be 
excellent authorities since they 
have just been through the 
early-dating stage. All are now 


16 to 18 years old. Without ex- 
ception they agreed that no girl 
under 15 should go out on 
regular, solo, evening dates.

New Tax Law But 
Same Old Mistakes 


With all the recent changes in 


the Tax Law this year, you 
would think that taxpayers 
would be making one major 
mistake after another. "Not so" 
says the Internal Revenue 
Service. 
R.F. Harless, 


California Director of Internal 
Revenue, said that although the 
new tax law represents the 
biggest change in almost 20 
years, taxpayers don't seem to 
be having any trouble with 
filling out the "Judgement" 
areas of their returns. "The new 
tax forms, which are simpler 
than last year's and the easier to 
read instructions have probably 
helped the average taxpayer do 
a better job," Harless said. 


The Director stated that the 


Internal Revenue Service will 
compute your taxes if your 
income is $20,000 or less and 
consisted 
only of wages or 


salaries and tips, dividends, 
interest, pensions and annuities, 
and you choose the standard 
deduction instead of itemizing 
your deductions. Still many 
people are making math errors 
and this will usually result in a 
two to six week 
delay in 


receiving your refund. Harless" 
advice was "fill out your return 
and then wait 24 hours and give 
it a good going over, you will be 
surprised at how many errors 
you can find." 


Any other suggestions? "Yes, 


over ten percent of our tax- 
payers are making errors in the 
identification section of their 
return. They can avoid these 
errors by using the peel-off label 
that comes on the first page of 
the forms they receive in the 
mail. Even if they have someone 
else prepare their returns for 
them, they should bring the 
forms they received in the mail 
with them because if the 
preparer uses the peel-off label, 
it will speed up their refund and 
cut down the chance for error." 


To emphasize this point, 


Harless stated that the IRS is 
looking for 5,000 Northern 
California taxpayers who have 
about$500,000 coming to them in 
refunds. Why can't the IRS find 
them? They can't read their 
name and address because the 
taxpayers didn't write legibly. 
Moral — Use That Label!

of Pageant 


Magazine points out that both 
Joseph Kennedy and William 
Buckley claimed everything 
they did in their careers was for 
their families. 


"Rarely, as they are happy to 
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mention," L. Clayton Dubois 
writes in the magazine, "do the 
Buckleys play touch football, 
but 
there 
are 
certain 


inescapable similarities bet- 
ween them and the Kennedys." 
Both are large Irish-Catholic 
clans with tenacious loyalty to 
their own and to their church, 
and both were brought up by 
demanding and controversial 
fathers who built fortunes so 
that they could offer 
their 


children all the advantages they 
did not have. 


"The fundamental difference 


between the visions of these 
men,

serins,"

suggests, "is that Kennedy was 
convinced he deserved to be 
accepted by society and that one 
of his children, if not he himself, 
would offer the final proof by 
becoming President."

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New Tax law But 
Same Old Mistakes 


With all the recent changes in 
the Tax Law this year, you 
would think th at taxpayers 
would be making one major 
m istake after another. “Not so” 
says the Internal Revenue 
Service.

H arless, 
California Director of Internal 
Revenue, said that although the 
new tax law represents the 
biggest change in almost 20 
years, taxpayers don’t seem to 
be having any trouble with 
filling out the “Judgement” 
areas of their returns. “The new 
tax forms, which are simpler 
than last year’s and the easier to 
read instructions have probably 
helped the average taxpayer do 
a better job,” Harless said. 
The Director stated that the 
Internal Revenue Service will 
compute your taxes if your 
income is $20,000 or less and 
consisted only 
of wages or 
salaries and tips, dividends, 
interest, pensions and annuities, 
and you choose the standard 
deduction instead of itemizing 
your deductions.

people are making math errors 
and this will usually result in a 
two 
to six 
week 
delay 
in 


receiving your refund. Harless” 
advice was “ fill out your return 
and then wait 24 hours and give 
it a good going over, you will be 
surprised at how many errors 
you can find.” 


Any other suggestions? “Yes, 
over ten percent of our tax­ 
payers are making errors in the 
identification section of their 
return. They can avoid these 
errors by using the peel-off label 
that comes on the first page of 
the forms they receive in the 
mail. Even if they have someone 
else prepare their returns for 
them, they should bring the 
forms they received in the mail 
w ith them 
because if the 
preparer uses the peel-off label, 
it will speed up their refund and 
cut down the chance for error.” 


To em phasize this point, 
Harless stated that the IRS is 
looking for 5,000 N orthern 
California taxpayers who have 
about$500,000 coming to them in 
refunds. Why can’t the IRS find 
them? They can’t read their 
name and address because the 
taxpayers didn’t write legibly. 
Moral — Use That Label!

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Peripheral Canal Draws Concern 


(FROM THE SAN FRANCISCO CHRONICLE) 


William D. Ruckelshaus, administrator of the newly 


established U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) brought 
reassuring news to worried Californians this week 


The Federal Government, he disclosed, is aware of grave 


doubts about the advisability of the so-called Peripheral Canal, a 
$20 million adjunct of the State Water Plan, which would divert as 
much as 80 per cent of the Sacramento river flow from its natural 
course through the delta. His agency, he said, is "seriously con- 
cerned" — as indeed it should be — over the effects of diverting 
some 2 5 acre-feet of the river's waters for transportation 
to 


Southern California 


Recent studies by the U.S. Geological Survey show that any 


substantial diminution of Sacramento-San Joaquin river flow into 
San Francisco Bay would in all probability turn the southern half of 
the bay into a turgid, stagnant pool incapable of supporting any 
marine life but algae and utterly unattractive for any human use. 
Under the California Water Plan, as drafted, the present annual 
flow of 17.8 million acre-feet would shrink to 7 million in 30 years — 
bringing disaster not only to the bay but also to the delta by 
wrecking its fisheries, ruining the Suisan marshes as wildlife and 
waterfowl habitats, and severely damaging highly productive 
agriculture. 


It has been formally protested by members of the House 


subcommittee on Conservation and Natural Resources, that the 
Peripheral Canal has received none of the studies required by law, 
by the courts and by presidential order. Fortunately, such studies 
may now be undertaken, inasmuch as the State Water Resources 
Department, itself, has proposed a delay in construction of the 
project for two years — and action taken after a re-examination of 
the Southern California's water needs disclosed that they could be 
adequately served by water projects already completed or 
authorized. 


If, as various experts have predicted, the studies show that the 


canal would create widespread environmental havoc, it would be 
mercifully put to death by the Legislature, the Water Department, 
the Congress which provides a major part of its financing, or by the 
EPA, the Nation's new environmental watchdog, under its 
authority to control water pollution and water quality. 


New Proposal For Alcatraz 


Lt Gov Ed Reinecke has come up with a proposal to make 


Alcatraz Island a navigation control center to stop future ship 
collisions in San Francisco Bay He broached his idea at a 
University of California agricultural sciences symposium A joint 
sea traffic control commission, he said, could prevent "tragic 
collisions of oil tankers such as occurred Jan. 11."

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Deserting Southern Strategy?

WASHINGTON — Word has 


been 
circulating 
around 


Washington 
of 
late 
that 


President Nixon has abandoned 
his 
so-called 
"Southern 


Strategy" and is concentrating 
on wooing liberals of both 
parties as his salvation in the 
1972 presidential race 


The Southern Strategy, you 


will recall, was a term coined by 
columnist Kevin Phillips in his 
b o o k , " T h e 
E m e r g i n g 


Republican Majority " It told 
how Nixon was putting together 
a coalition of regional 
and 


philosophical interests to keep 
the GOP in power for years to 
come — with the South as a focal 
point of that coalition 


Whether Mr. Nixon ever had a 


Southern Strategy, or whether 
he is now abandoning it, or 
whether he is deserting con- 
servative concepts as many 
charge is something that is not 
easily discerned Both liberals 
and conservatives have accused 
him, and still do, of going off the 
deep end on either side 


For example, when Mr Nixon 


named 
successively 
two 


southern judges for positions on 
the Supreme Court, liberals 


On The Right 


raised the cry that he was trying 
to entrench conservatism — and 
the two nominees were rejected 
by the Senate. Then when the 
president 
proposed 
his 


Guaranteed Annual Income 
Plan, conservatives rose up in 
arms, saying it was the most 
socialistic piece of legislation 
ever proposed by an American 
president. 


THERE ARE those, of course, 


who maintain that the president 
is veering neither to the left nor 
right — that he is 
merely 


following his natural bent, 
perhaps with an eye on his re- 
election chances in 1972. The 
argument that he has aban- 
doned his Southern Strategy and 
is turning a deaf ear to the 
conservative voices around him 
goes something like this: 


Mr. Nixon is not particularly 


worried about Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace in 1972 and 
therefore doesn't have to be too 
concerned about alienating the 
conservative vote. So, since the 
conservatives have no one else 
to turn to, why waste time 
placating them? 


The thing to do, the argument 


goes, is to put on a leftward 
stance and woo as many liberals 


from both the Democratic and 
Republican parties as possible. 
Don't worry about the con- 
servatives 
because they are 


"safe," could never bring 
themselves to support a Muskie 
or a McGovern. 


But, does this argument hold 


water? Herb Klein, President 
Nixon's 
communications 


director, thinks not. In an hour- 
long interview with this reporter 
last week he told why. 


IN THE first place, Klein 


insists, there was never any 
Southern Strategy. To win, the 
president cannot be regional, 
but must be national in his 
appeal. In the second place, 
Nixon has not written off George 
Wallace 
as 
a 
possible 


presidential contender in 1972. 
Klein says the White House has 
no real evidence of whether 
Wallace will run, but adds, 
"From a political standpoint, we 
have to consider him a likely 
contender." 


As for ignoring conservatives 


because they have no one other 
than Nixon to turn to, Klein says 
this is faulty reasoning 
He 


points to Mr. Nixon's defeat in 
1962 when he sought 
the 


governorship of California as 
evidence of a sort. 


In that race against in- 


cumbent Democrat Pat Brown, 
Klein says, Nixon came through 
in the press as more liberal than 
he actually is, and as a result the 
conservatives 
of California 


might have felt alienated — felt 
that Nixon was not speaking 
their language. 


The conservatives might have 


felt they had no one other than 
Nixon to turn to, but they did 
have some PLACE to turn, Klein 
insists. And the turn they took, 
he adds, was to become inactive, 
supporting neither candidate 
This inaction, Klein says, 
defeated Nixon. And any similar 
strategy now could work to the 
detriment of Nixon's re-election 
in 1972, he adds. 


KLEIN, WHO has known 


President Nixon a long time and 
who now is one of the closest 
men to him, insists that Nixon 
has not moved either to left or 
right since taking office. On the 
contrary, he says, Nixon has 
hued the middle line — not only 
for 
political 
reasons, 
but 


because of his background, 
training 
and 
philosophical 


convictions.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Loud Call For Spending—But Not Taxing 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — There's 


much talk in Washington these 
days about federal spending but 
little talk about raising taxes 


President 
Nixon 
has 


requested billions — and his 
figures have been rejected as 
inadequate, in some instances, 
by a bullish Congress — for 
social programs, military in- 
creases and other national 
purposes 


But no one is proposing higher 


taxes to pay for it all There is 
onl> 
a vague hope that a 


revitalised economy 
will in- 


crease earnings from 
which 


more tax revenue can be ex- 
tracted 


Certainly, not much more can 


be squee/ed out of the American 
people without risking a tax- 
payers' revolt Yet a source of 
revenue is available that could 
raise $50 billion a year without 
increasing the tax rate a single 
percentile This is the amount, 
according to Treasury experts, 
that privileged taxpayers now- 
escape pa>mg 


If all the tax loopholes were 


closed, President Nixon would 
be able to finance 
all his 


programs, balance the budget 
and have enough surplus left 
over to reduce income taxes 
substantially. 


The nation's tax laws have 


been built up piecemeal over the 
years until they have created an 
entire industry of lawyers and 
accountants skilled in the legal 
legerdemain of avoiding taxes. 


These specialists work their 


magic to reduce the tax liability 
ol the rich The existing tax 
loopholes favor those who 
collect dividends and clip 
coupons above those who work 
for a living 


TAX MYTH 


Yet the rich have created the 


myth that they are taxed a 
higher percentage of their in- 
come than are the poor While 
the 
tax 
rate 
may 
be 


progressively 
higher for the 


rich, they usually manage to 
escape paying their fair share of 
the taxes 


The 
amount 
they avoid, 


thanks to the tax loopholes, is a 
whopping $50 billion a year. 
Result- they often pay a smaller 
percentage of their income than 
the poor are soaked. 


Indeed, the $50 billion is the 


size merely of their federal tax 
break. In many localities, they 
get additional tax advantages. 


An estimated 85 per cent of the 


tax revenue of most local 
governments, for example, 
comes from property taxes. In 
some communities, property 
taxes have reached staggering 
highs. To escape them, people 
are moving out of the cities and 
letting their rental property run 
down 


Yet business and industrial 


property is often under-assessed 
and, therefore, undertaxed It is 
a national scandal how local tax 
appraisers often grant low 
appraisals to the rich and shift 
an unfair share of the tax burden 
upon the smaller pioperty 


owners 


Again and again, bills have 


been introduced to make the tax 
laws more equitable. But almost 
invariably, these efforts have 
been defeated. Powerful 
in- 


terests have lobbied Congress 
and have made lavish con- 
tributions to both political 
parties. For every loophole in 
the tax laws that has been 
closed, it seems, a truck hole has 
been opened up. 


In all history, nobody has ever 


loved the tax collector, and 
Americans are no exceptions. 
But the vast majority are honest 
and meet their full obligations 
Unless the tax loopholes are 
closed, however, Americans 
may adopt the attitude of tax- 
payers in most other countries 
where tax evasion is a national 
sport and a reputation as a tax 
dodger has become a status 
symbol.

Deserting Southern Strategy? 


Peripheral Conal Draws Concern 


(FROM THE SAN FRANCISCO CHRONICLE) 


William 
D. 
Ruckelshaus,

established U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) brought 
reassuring news to worried Californians this week. 


The Federal Government, he disclosed, is aw are of grave 
doubts about the advisability of the so-called Peripheral Canal, a 
$20 million adjunct of the State W ater Plan, which would divert as 
much as 80 per cent of the Sacram ento river flow from its natural 
course through the delta. His agency, he said, is “seriously con­ 
cerned’’ — as indeed it should be — over the effects of diverting 
some 2.5 acre-feet of the riv er’s w aters for transportation 
to 
Southern California. 


Recent studies by the U.S. Geological Survey show that any 
substantial diminution of Sacram ento-San Joaquin river flow into 
San Francisco Bay would in all probability turn the southern half of 
the bay into a turgid, stagnant pool incapable of supporting any 
marine life but algae and utterly unattractive for any human use. 
Under the California W ater Plan, as drafted, the present annual 
flow of 17.8 million acre-feet would shrink to 7 million in 30 years — 
bringing disaster not only to the bay but also to the delta by 
wrecking its fisheries, ruining the Suisan m arshes as wildlife and 
waterfowl habitats, and severely damaging highly productive 
agriculture. 


It has been formally protested by m em bers of the House 
subcommittee on Conservation and Natural Resources, that the 
Peripheral Canal has received none of the studies required by law, 
by the courts and by presidential order. Fortunately, such studies 
may now be undertaken, inasm uch as the State W ater Resources 
Department, itself, has proposed a delay in construction of the 
project for two years — and action taken after a re-examination of 
the Southern California’s w ater needs disclosed that they could be 
adequately served by w ater projects already completed or 
authorized. 


If, as various experts have predicted, the studies show that the 
canal would create widespread environmental havoc, it would be 
mercifully put to death by the Legislature, the W ater Department, 
the Congress which provides a m ajor part of its financing, or by the 
EPA, the Nation’s new environm ental watchdog, under its 
authority to control water pollution and w ater quality. 


New Proposal For Alcatraz 


Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke has come up with a proposal to m ake 
Alcatraz Island a navigation control center to stop future ship 
collisions in San Francisco Bay. He broached his idea at a 
University of California agricultural sciences symposium. A joint 
sea traffic control commission, he said, could prevent “ tragic 
collisions of oil tankers such as occurred Jan. 11.”

“ Southern 
Strategy” and is concentrating 
on wooing lib erals of both 
parties as his salvation in the 
1972 presidential race. 
The Southern Strategy, you 
will recall, was a term coined by 
columnist Kevin Phillips in his 
b o o k ,“ T h e 
E m e r g i n g 
Republican M ajority.” It told 
how Nixon was putting together 
a 
coalition of regional 
and 
philosophical interests to keep 
the GOP in power for years to 
come — with the South as a focal 
point of that coalition. 
Whether Mr. Nixon ever had a 
Southern Strategy, or whether 
he is now abandoning it, or 
whether he is deserting con­ 
servative concepts as 
many 
charge is something that is not 
easily discerned. Both liberals 
and conservatives have accused 
him, and still do, of going off the 
deep end on either side. 
For example, when Mr. Nixon 
nam ed 
successively 
two 
southern judges for positions on 
the Supreme Court, 
liberals 


raised the cry that he was trying 
to entrench conservatism — and 
the two nominees were rejected 
by the Senate. Then when the 
p resid en t 
proposed 
his 
G u aranteed A nnual Incom e 
Plan, conservatives rose up in 
arm s, saying it was the most 
socialistic piece of legislation 
ever proposed by an American 
president. 


THERE ARE those, of course, 
who m aintain that the president 
is veering neither to the left nor 
right — that he is 
m erely 
following his n a tu ra l bent, 
perhaps with an eye on his re- 
election chances in 1972. The 
argum ent that he has aban­ 
doned his Southern Strategy and 
is turning a deaf ear to the 
conservative voices around him 
goes something like this: 
Mr. Nixon is not particularly 
worried about Alabam a Gov. 
George Wallace in 1972 and 
therefore doesn’t have to be too 
concerned about alienating the 
conservative vote. So, since the 
conservatives have no one else 
to turn to, why w aste time 
placating them? 
The thing to do, the argum ent 
goes, is to put on a leftward 
stance and woo as m any liberals 


from both the Democratic and 
Republican parties as possible. 
Don’t worry about the con­ 
servatives because they are 
“ sa fe ,” could never bring 
themselves to support a Muskie 
or a McGovern. 
But, does this argument hold 
water? Herb Klein, President 
N ix o n ’s 
co m m u n ic a tio n s 
director, thinks not. In an hour- 
long interview with this reporter 
last week he told why. 


IN THE first place, Klein 
insists, there was never any 
Southern Strategy. To win, the 
president cannot be regional, 
but must be national in his 
appeal. In the second place, 
Nixon has not written off George 
W allace 
as 
a 
possible 
presidential contender in 1972. 
Klein says the White House has 
no real evidence of whether 
Wallace will run, but adds, 
“From a political standpoint, we 
have to consider him a likely 
contender.” 


As for ignoring conservatives 
because they have no one other 
than Nixon to turn to, Klein says 
this is faulty reasoning. He 
points to Mr. Nixon’s defeat in 
1962 
when 
he 
sought 
the 


governorship of California as 
evidence of a sort. 
In that race ag ain st in­ 
cumbent Democrat Pat Brown, 
Klein says, Nixon cam e through 
in the press as more liberal than 
he actually is, and as a result the 
conservatives of C alifornia 
might have felt alienated — felt 
that Nixon was not speaking 
their language. 
The conservatives might have 
felt they had no one other than 
Nixon to turn to, but they did 
have some PLACE to turn, Klein 
insists. And the turn they took, 
he adds, was to become inactive, 
supporting neither candidate. 
This 
inaction, 
K lein 
says, 
defeated Nixon. And any sim ilar 
strategy now could work to the 
detrim ent of Nixon’s re-election 
in 1972, he adds. 


KLEIN , WHO has known 
President Nixon a long time and 
who now is one of the closest 
men to him, insists that Nixon 
has not moved either to left or 
right since taking office. On the 
contrary, he says, Nixon has 
hued the middle line — not only 
for 
political 
reasons, 
but 
because of his background, 
train in g 
and 
philosophical 
convictions.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Loud Call For Spending—But Not Taxing

WASHINGTON — T h ere’s 
much talk in Washington these 
days about federal spending but 
little talk about raising taxes. 
P resid en t 
Nixon 
has 
requested billions — and his 
figures have been rejected as 
inadequate, in some instances, 
by a bullish Congress — for 
social programs, m ilitary in­ 
creases and other national 
purposes. 
But no one is proposing higher 
taxes to pay for it all. There is 
only a 
vague hope 
that a 
revitalized economy 
will 
in­ 
crease earnings from which 
more tax revenue can be ex­ 
tracted. 
Certainly, not much more can 
be squeezed out of the American 
people without risking a tax­ 
payers’ revolt. Yet a source of 
revenue is available that could 
raise $50 billion a year without 
increasing the tax rate a single 
percentile. This is the amount, 
according to Treasury experts, 
that privileged taxpayers now 
escape paying. 


If all the tax loopholes were 
closed, President Nixon would 
be able 
to finance 
all 
his 
programs, balance the budget 
and have enough surplus left 
over to reduce income taxes 
substantially. 
The nation’s tax laws have 
been built up piecemeal over the 
years until they have created an 
entire industry of lawyers and 
accountants skilled in the legal 
legerdemain of avoiding taxes. 
These specialists work their 
magic to reduce the tax liability 
of the rich. The existing tax 
loopholes favor 
those who 
collect dividends 
and clip 
coupons above those who work 
for a living. 
TAX MYTH 
Yet the rich have created the 
myth that they are taxed a 
higher percentage of their in­ 
come than are the poor. While 
the 
tax 
ra te 
m ay 
be 
progressively higher for the 
rich, they usually manage to 
escape paying their fair share of 
the taxes. 
The am ount 
they 
avoid, 


thanks to the tax loopholes, is a 
whopping $50 billion a year. 
Result: they often pay a smaller 
percentage of their income than 
the poor are soaked. 
Indeed, the $50 billion is the 
size merely of their federal tax 
break. In many localities, they 
get additional tax advantages. 
An estim ated 85 per cent of the 
tax revenue of m ost local 
governm ents, for exam ple, 
comes from property taxes. In 
som e com m unities, property 
taxes have reached staggering 
highs. To escape them, people 
are moving out of the cities and 
letting their rental property run 
down. 
Yet business and industrial 
property is often under-assessed 
and, therefore, undertaxed. It is 
a national scandal how local tax 
a p p ra ise rs often g ran t low 
appraisals to the rich and shift 
an unfair share of the tax burden 
upon the sm aller property 
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owners. 
Again and again, bills have 
been introduced to make the tax 
laws more equitable. But almost 
invariably, these efforts have 
been defeated. 
Powerful 
in­ 
terests have lobbied Congress 
and have made lavish con­ 
tributions to both political 
parties. For every loophole in 
the tax laws that has been 
closed, it seems, a truck hole has 
been opened up. 


In all history, nobody has ever 
loved the tax collector, and 
Americans are no exceptions. 
But the vast m ajority are honest 
and meet their full obligations. 
Unless the tax loopholes are 
closed, how ever, A m ericans 
may adopt the attitude of tax­ 
payers in most other countries 
where tax evasion is a national 
sport and a reputation as a tax 
dodger has become a status 
symbol.

He believes 
that the need 
to s m o k e is 
closely related 
to the need to 
s a t i s f y the 
sucking 
i m - 
pulse that is 
present in humans and in ani­ 
mals of all ages. 
Another 
psychologist, 
Dr. 
David Levy of Princeton Uni­ 
versity, has performed a series 
of laboratory studies to sub­ 
stantiate this idea. 
A fter their meal, a group of 
puppies, having been fed from 
bottles with large-hole nipples, 
continued to suck on the fin­ 
ger of the experimenter. 
Another group of puppies 
was fed from bottles with 
small - hole nipples. This re­ 
quired the puppies to suck 
harder and longer to get the 
same amount of milk. These 
puppies did not suck on the 
finger of the 
experimenter, 
even when it was offered to 
them. 
DivLevy concluded that the 
puppies had a need for oral or 
sucking activity that was in­ 
dependent of their hunger or 
drive for food. 
Dr. Tomkins feels that a 
better understanding of why 
people smoke lies in this phe­ 
nomenon. 
Sucking and smoking arc 
considered to be allied. 
In some cases, smoking of­ 


fers 
enjoyment and excite 
ment. In others, smoking ii 
used to^ relieve anger, shame 
anxiety or emotional distress. 
Many smokers have lonj 
since ceased to have any posi 
tive effect from tobacco. The; 
may not even be aware tha 
they have a cigarette in thei 
mouth. They smoke as if th 
tobacco makes them feel gooc 
when in fact it doesn’t serv 
th at purpose at all. 
It is apparent, 
therefon 
th a t there are many comple 
aspects to why people smoki 
the pleasure they derive, an 
the frustrations involved i 
trying to give it up. 
This 3light insight into th 
complexities of smoking ma 
illustrate 
the difficulties 
i 
giving it up. 
It is unreasonable for thos 
who try to stop smoking t 
adm it failure and return t 
the smoking habit. 
Sometimes it takes a gree 
deal of effort and direction b 
the doctor, the psychologis 
the hypnotist for the severe! 
habituated smoker to give u 
his habit. 
There are 
other smokei 
who, by considering the negj 
tive effects on their healt! 
find the strength to give up 
habit that brings them far lei 
pleasure than they imagine.
